In recent leadership conference

The International Women’s 
Convention will be presided 
over by Dr. Mattie McGlothen, 
the newly appointed successor 
to the late Mother Bailey. 


After the recent death of Dr. 
Baily she was elected General 
and International Supervisor of 
Women’s* Department and 
Women’s International 
Convention President of the 
Church of God in Christ, the 
highest honor and_ position 
attainable in the Women’s 
Department of the Church.

MY FORTY YEARS IN 
THE MINISTRY 
Farewell Sermon by 
William R. Buitendrop 
Leading Pastor in North Tarrytown 


“TI have told the glad news of 


deliverance in the great 
congregation: lo, I have not 
restrained my lips, as thou 


knowest, O Lord. I have not hid 
thy saving help within my heart, 
I have spoken of thy faithfulness 
and salvation; I have _ not 
concealed thy steadfast love and 
faithfulness from the _ great 
congregation...’’(Psalm 40). 


One night when I was in the 
seminary I read these words 
again and they seemed to stand 
out from the page with a new 
meaning. I underscored them 
with my pen and said to myself, 
“Some day I would like to use 
these words as part of my 
farewell sermon to my people.” 
Now after more than forty years 
these words come back to me as 
a sort of valedictory to my years 
of ministry as a servant of my 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


Forty years ago last July, I was 
ordained to the Christian 
ministry which began in the 
little historic church in 
Middleburg, New York. The 
church was erected in 1786, the 
first house of worship for this 
congregation having been burned 
in the Johnson-Brandt raid 
during the Revolutionary War. 
Jeannette and I came there as 
bride and groom to make our 
first home together in a lovely 
old manse on the bank of the 
Schoharic River. Here a patient 
and kind congregation took a 
couple of neophites under their 
wing and began to induct us ina 
post-graduate training for the 
pastorate that no seminary could 
ever give its students. The love 
and affection that was shared in 
our first parish for twenty-two 
years has never left our hearts. 


But time marches on, and we 
accepted the invitation of this 
congregation in 1952 to become 
its pastor. And now there is the 
sound of distant drums calling 
us, and we must move on.

Standing here at the gateway of 
our years - four decades of them 
does offer us a moment to 
reflect as it seems the Psalmist 
had done, and to respond with 
some of those thoughts, that 
have registered so deeply in both 
heart and mind. 


By the grace of God I have been 
called to a most rewarding and 
satisfying work as a minister of 
‘Jesus Christ, and as Pastor, or 
shepherd of his people. I must 
confess that many a time I have 
felt jealous of the people about 
me with their 40 hour week, and 
with only one boss to satisfy. 


The ministry is a many faceted 
occupation. A minister has to 
make as many calls as a doctor, 
Shake as many hands as a 
politician, prepare as many 
briefs as a lawyer, see as many 
people as a specialist. He has to 
be as good an executive as a 
college president, and as good a 
financier as a banker, and in the 
midst of it all, he has to be so 
good a diplomat that he could 
umpire a baseball game between 
the Knights of Columbus and 
the Klu Kulx Klan. 


The ministry is a free life, and 
yet it is a confining life. It is free 
in that you generally set your 
own schedule, and to a certain 
extent control your own time. 
You punch no clock, you turn in 
no detailed reports of your 
activities, yet you are expected 
to be on call 24 hours a day, 7 
days in a week, 52 weeks in the 
year. There is no list of 
responsibilities handed you, yet 
you had better fulfill them all. 
You are not your own. Neither 
is your family, your home, your 
car, your time. A lady who was 
brought up in a manse wrote a 
book of her experiences. The 
opening sentence in her book 
reads “Every other child in the 
world has but two parents, but a 
minister’s children have 300 to 
help bring them up.

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DOES ANYBODY HERE KNOW HOW TO PRAY

Are things pretty dead in 
your life, your home, your 
church? William J. Krutza 
offers a few simple rules 
that can make everything 
leap back to life again. 


An energy crises exists in far too 
many churches. It has nothing to 
do with available fuel to keep 
pew-sitters warm in winter or to 
generate electricity to keep them 
cool in summer. It’s a crisis in 
the lives of many Christians-a 
crisis in their ability to 
adequately tap the source of 
Spiritual power. The powerline 
between heaven and earth-prayer 
is corroded with cliches’ and 
archaic terminology. 


In most churches, not long after 
a person comes into a personal 
relationship with Jesus Christ, he 
is enlisted into some type of 
training program. Classes begin 
with basic doctrines and biblical 
information. He progresses into 
the methods of evangelism and 
pedagogy. He’s enlisted into a 


church membership class. But 
teach the new Christians how to 
pray-who ever heard of that? 


Of course, if a church holds to 
traditional patterns, the new 
Christians is urgered to attend a 
midweek prayer meeting. Here 
he listens to seasoned saints 
pray. If he participates at first, 
often it’s done in faltering 
language. But give him a few 
more weeks in this environment 
and he’ll smooth out his talk to 
God in the language he has 
borrowed from the cliche-ridden 
minds of the regulars. 


Discovering the cause of our 
prayer energy crisis isn’t as 
simple as counting missing 
barrels of crude oil. How have so 
many Christians gotten bogged 
down in meaningless 
generalizations? .Why isn’t the 
prayer life of most churches as 
dynamic as its efforts at 
evangelism? Could our desires to 
get people into the kingdom 
overshadow our interest in 
making their Christianity 
practical? Why have we been 
willing to teach people other 


OPEN ~-LESLAER:...TO 
NATIONAL CHURCH FROM 
PRES. OF MISSIONS 


In our last open letter to the 


members of our National 
Church, I expressed our 
intentions of updating the 


certification of mission workers. 
This was interpreted by some to 
include state and local mission 
workers. I want to clear up this 
understanding. The Department 
of Missions is not _ issuing 
certificates to local, district, or 


state workers, unless they are 
recommended to our office by 
their State Bishop and 
Supervisor. All state mission 
workers are to receive their 
appointments from _ their 
jurisdictional heads. Our 
National Office will be issuing 
certificates and appointments to 
national mission officeholders, 
foreign workers, and persons 
with SPECIAL missian 
ministries. All foreign 
supervisors will be appointed by 
the national supervisor of 
women upon proper request and 
recommendation, 
the approval of the Board of 
Missions. 


It must be first ascertained that 
there is not a national (native) 
supervisor already appointed 
before appointing an American 
to be supervisor in a foreign 
country. 


In order to be recognized by the 
Department of Missions, all 
licensing of foreign workers and 
appointees must be done 
through the Department of 
Missions,

BISHOP: 


Though I cannot change the 
past, I will endeavor to set 
guidelines for our future.

The Whole World seems involved 
in Pentecostal revival. The Lord 
is pouring out His _ Spirit 
everywhere. And this, to us, isa 
fulfillment of the prayer of our 
founding father, the late Bishop 
C. H. Mason, who so often, in 
the spirit, would plead for the 
“everywhere”. The intercessory 
prayer of the _ charismatic 
stalwarts in our midst is still 
with this same spirit of Missions. 


In the first few days of the new 
year we have been able to catch 
a renewed vision of the world 
mission field while reviewing the 
work of the _ International 
Missionary Academy, now with 
campuses not only at Lake 
Elsinore, California, but also at 
San Diego and San Clemente, 
where perhaps 25 or 30 students 
are aiming toward foreign service 
for Christ. While maintenance 
repairs are being made at the 
Lake KElsinore campus, Rev. 
John Bishop and others in the 
administration of International 
Missionary Academy have 
become involved in weekly 
prayer breakfasts in San 


Clemente, California---one on 


the whole 
world 


aspects of the Christian life, but 
have put prayer into some type 
of mystical-spiritual category 
that only the individual and God 
are allowed to touch? 


To answer some of these 
questions, the most natural place 
to start is with the prayers that 
are uttered in public worship 
services. This normally means an 
analysis of the pastor’s prayers. 
If most pulpit prayers are any 
indication of the prayer life of 
the church, we are blighted with 
an overdose of superficiality. Far 
too often prayets are used as 
transitions between portions of a 
worship hour rather than as 
earnest conversations with God. 


In one church where I was a 
member, the pastor went 
through five prayers during 
every worship hour. Included 
among these was one labeled as 
the pastoral prayer. 


Unfortunately, even this prayer 
showed little pastoral leadership 
or cognizance of the true needs 
that existed in the lives of his 
congregants. 


This is talking with God?! 


He prayed almost the same 
words Sunday after Sunday, 
only substituting the names of 
the sick and hospitalized. There 
was little adoration or worship 
directed toward God. There was 
no indication that he had been 
struggling with some of the 
awesome issues that face our 
world today and were surely 
being considered by many of his 
listeners. 


If there was a world outside of 
the church, it was. only 
mentioned evangelistically. 
Never once did he get excited 


Aue 
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when he prayed. Never once did 
he seem uptight. Prayer was a 
dull routine performed because 
it was expected by the 
congregation. His people had 
been conditioned. to such 
dullness and knew little about 
exciting conversations with the 
Lord whom they claimed to 
know on a personal basis. If 
pulpit prayers lack the freshness 
of an exciting encounter with 
Christ, it’s natural mt to expect 
much more from those who 
listen. If pulpit prayers are 
perfunctory performances, 
laymen will most often follow 
the same patterns. People have a 
great tendency to follow a 
leader. 


During the past year I have had 
some exciting experiences 
conducting concentrated prayer 
conferences in churches. 
Admittedly (and unfortunately) 
such conferences don’t have the 
suspense-filled content that 
attracts people to a prophetic 
conference. People still get more 
excited about speculating on 
what’s going to happen to Israel 
in 1980 than in learning to talk 
to the Christ with whom they 
plan to share eternity! 


But it is encouraging to know 
that the disciples who came to 
Jesus with request, ‘Lord, teach 
us to pray,’ there are many 
people who do yearn to learn 
the “how to” of viable praying. 
The responses I’ve had to this 
teaching indicate two things: 
first, prayer can be taught; and 
secondly, people long to know 
how to make prayer experiences 
vital. 


We begin a definition of prayer 
by noting that it is “natural 
conversation of a person with

One 
needs to express himself to God 
in the same terminology he uses 
in everyday conversation with 
other friends. 


To shift thinking gears into 
another type of language hinders 
the natural expression of the 
individual’s mind and will. To 
use a language as outdated as 
seventeenth-century school 
books has no special merit. In 
fact, it is a hindrance to the 
newborn Christian. To even call 
God “Thee” or “Thou” adds no 
special spirituality or favor. To 
talk as one thinksin the 
language of the office, of the 
neighborhood, of one’s contacts 
with contemporaries of any 
kind-this is man’s best prayer 
language. 


Secondly, prayer must express 
one’s individual personality. No 
one can better pray than you. 
Your prayers must come only 
from the inner resources of your 
own life. They must express 
what is in your thinking-the 
verbalizations of your will and 
being. Present your personal 
observations and desires to Him 
Copy no one, 


Express whatever is 
heart-be it love, concern, 
disappointment, bitterness, 
praise, etc. Tell God exactly how 
you feel. Combine this with 
your intellectual understanding 
of what life is all about. Thus 
you tell Him what is on both 
your mind and heart. 


in your 


Thirdly, we must underline the 
idea that prayer is based upon a 
vertical relationship. Far too 
many prayers seem to be the 
preaching-to-others variety. 
Often this is true in churches 
where the pastor wants to 
preach a special point to one of 
the members. of the 
congregation. He _ spiritualizes 
the experience in the language of 
prayer. On other occasions a 
pewsitter wants to preach a little 
sermon back at the pastor or to 
another member. Such prayers 
usually receive an answer right in 
the room where they are 
uttered-a negative response by 
the recipient. 


In tackling the great task of 
teaching laymen and_ even 
pastors how to pray, one 
constantly faces the problem of 
not setting up a new set of 
cliches! This can only be avoided 
by a careful listening to oneself. 
One must be alert to his forms 
of expression and to the topics 
which he discusses in prayer. 


A missionary had attended a 
church five years ago at which 
time he heard the people praying 
that the Lord would bless the 
worship services, the pastor and 
missionaries around the world. 
On his second visit to the church 
recently, the people at the 
prayer service (almost the same 
ones .and the same number that 
were at the previous meeting he 
attended) were still praying in 
the same manner for the worship 
seryices, the pastor and the 
missionaries around the world. 
They had never enlarged their 


prayer horizons and probably 


couldn’t recall when their last

At West Angeles Church, Los 
Angeles, California, the dream of 
Pastor Charles E. Blake had 
become a reality. The West 
Angeles Christian Academy (W. 
A. C. A.) began classes on 
September 13, 1976, with an 
enrollment of sixty students. 


The School may be the first, 
sponsored by a single local 
church, which encompasses 
elementary, junior, and high 
school levels. It is the result of 
strenuous planning and 
preparation by many individuals 
led by Pastor Blake, who was 
assisted by Mrs. Dorothy 
Webster Exume, who until 
recently, served as Director of 
Christian Education at West 
Angeles Church. 


The school employs a full time 
staff of six persons, and several 
part time and _ volunteer 
participants. Mrs. Mae L. Blake, 
wife of Pastor Blake, who holds 
a life time teaching credential 
from the State of California, is a 
graduate of Wayne State 
University, and has done 
graduate work at the University 
of Michigan, teaches 
kindergarten and first grade. 
Miss Eugenia Green ably serves 
as head supervisor of the 
learning center staff. 


West Angeles Christian 
Academy, along with 1,400 
other private christian schools, is 
affiliated with Accelerated 
Christian Education, Inc. of 
Garland, Texas. A. C. E. offers 
school consultation and provides 
curriculum materials which were 
developed over a period of years, 
involving many leading 
educators, and costing millions 


of dollars. West Angeles 
Academy is also a member 
school of the Western 


Association of Christian Schools. 
Students of private Christian 
Schools are on the average two 
years beyond the national 
average educational scores.

Elder Blake became pastor of 
West Angeles Church in 1969. 
Since that time the membership 
of the church has grown from 
fifty to above five hundred 
adults, five hundred children and 
teenagers, and approximately 
two hundred additional persons 
completing the process of 
becoming members of the 
church. Individuals must 
complete a thirteen week Bible 
study course before becoming 
full members, 


The church holds two full 
services each Sunday morning. 
The first at 8:00 a. m. and the 
second at 11:00 a. m., Pastor 
Blake preaching in both services.

educational programs, one 
providing high school degree 
equivalency. It also hosts, 


without charge, the Ecumenical 
Center for Black Church Studies, 
a graduate program in theology. 


During a three month period, 
‘early in 1976 the congregation 
of West Angeles Church pledged 
over $126,000.00 toward the 
purchase of a $600,000.00 
relocation site. Over 
$100,000.00 of those funds have 
been paid, eleven lots have been 
purchased, negotiations are 
proceeding for an additional 
four lots. The church will own 
approximately three acres of 
land at its new site. The 
Academy, which is already 
located at this new site, will in 
the future be joined by a 1,500 
seat church auditorium and 
other facilities, 


EKLder Blake, who now serves as 
principal of the Academy, 
indicated that credit for these 
accomplishments should be 
given to his wonderful 
congregation, the members of its 
leadership team, to friends of 
the church, and most of all to 
GOD. He prays that God will 
soon provide three additional 
staff members to serve as Church 
Business Manager, Christian 
Education Director, and 
principal of the West Angeles 
Christian Academy. Additional 
spirit filled teachers are also 
needed. 


When asked about money, Elder 
Blake responds, “We have many 
needs, but the Lord always 
provides.

Dear Brothers, we do not want 
to cause a hard time for the 
neighbors and the Police 
Department. At the present time

prayer had received a dynamic 
answer. 


The church and the individual 
that keeps the prayer hour fresh 
is the one that constantly draws 
new subjects into its hearts. It 
sees more and more needs within 
the world and _ looks at 
conditions not so much as signs 
of the times or some vague 
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fulfillment of prophecies but as 
Opportunities to draw people 
into the mighty working sphere 
of a living Christ. Such people 
don’t have to reach far back into 
their experiences to describe 
how God answered prayer. They 


can describe events and 
happenings of the past week, of 
yesterday, even today. 


In expanding either a church’s 
prayer vision or the prayer vision 
of an individual, specific prayer 
always enters the picture. Those 
who pray in_ generalizations 
know little of the vatality of 
prayer. How can they? They can 
never point to any definite 
answers. If you want a definite 
answer, make a definite request. 


Of course, this can be dangerous 
if you really don’t want the 
answers that God might bring. 
Sometimes people pray in 
general terms because they really 
haven’t decided whether they 
want God to interfer with their 
way of living. When one gets 
down \tonrougs h “the 
generalizations into the 
nitty-gritty of life, it is difficult 
to either bluff others or God! 
But when one gets to this level 
of praying, he senses that God is 
genuinely concerned. God loves 
the person who doesn’t avoid 
the harsh details of 
life-especially one’s personal 
sins, 


If you want to maintain a puny 
relationship with God, that’s 
your privilege. But if you hunger 
after knowing Him in an 
especially personal way-the way 
we mean when we refer to Christ 
as our -personal Savior-then 
you'll be on the lookout to find 
those practical ideas that will 
rescue prayer from the 
theological realm and the rather 
dusty atmosphere of formal 
worship situations. The Holy 
Spirit will bring new insights to 
accomplish a more intimate 
relationship with Himself, 


God wants you and the people 
of your church to talk naturally 
to Him. Be the part of His 
church that discovers the 
spiritual vitality this can bring. 
The people of God need not 
experience an energy crisis, but 
can be revitalized by an infusion 
of the power of God available 
only through prayer.

A recent graduate of the U. S. 
Department of Archives’ 
Institute for Genealogical 
Research, has put together a 
Family History ‘“‘Starter Kit” for 
persons interested in delving into 
their own family’s history. 
Phaon Sundiata of Annapolis, 
Maryland who put together this 
Kit originally for 
Afro-Americans found, as a 
result of appearing on several TV 
programs, that the response 
from European-Americans (or 
white. Americans) was as great as 
that from black Americans. 
Because of this turn of events, 
Mr. Sundiata developed a 
eon aoretew lo ioit 4? for 
European-Americans also.

However we are trying 
to pray so that God can solve 
this problem. In Chingula branch 
we have more than _ three 
hundred members and _ four 
hundred members at Jolwezl 
branch. The number of 
attendance throughout Zambia 
is more than four thousand 
people.

Barksdale...boat No. 2 this 
family line in that jurisdiction, 
‘,.the Barksdale are professional 
and educational people, and 
have always been prominent in 
Halifax County. They have been 
considerable land and _ slave 
owners and their influence in 
politics and religion is well 
established. 


The Barksdale clan spread from 
its original landing locale in 
America through much of what 
is now the following States: 
Tennessee, Alabama, South 
Carolina and Mississippi, as well 
as Virginia. They seemed to have 
enjoyed the same _ positive, 
commendatory appraisal of their 
peers wherever they went. The 
LAURENSVILLE (S.C.) 
HERALD, for example, said at 
the time of the death of its 
native son, Allen Barksdale. 


...He was often honored with the 
trusts of the people ...he made 
himself useful to the people and 
always exhibited that stern 
integrity, uncompromising 
virtue, great good sense and 
sterling worth so characteristic 
of his. whole life. To be useful, 
upright, virtuous, charitable, 
kind, active, intelligent and 
energetic is to be truly great and 
these and their kindred virtues 
made up the character of this 
truly great man. 5 


Some of the highest praise of the 
South, however, was reserved for 
the “Barksdale Brothers” of 
Mississippi. These 
brothers--Harrison, Fountain, 
William and Ethelbert--were the 
issue of William and Nancy 
Barksdale of Rutherford, 
Tennessee and they migrated to 
Mississippi at an early age. 
William, who became a General, 
was the most famous. Before 
seeing service in the Civil War he 
had been an active politician and 
“States Rights” advocate. He 
was elected to the United States 
Senate in 1853 and again in 
1857, It has been stated that he 
assisted Preston.

38101. 


CONCERNING PROSPECTIVE 
MISSIONARY: 


1. A candidate for missionary 
appointment must, if a man, be 
ordained; if a woman, be 
licensed. 


2. Candidate must be serving 


faithfully in their local church 
and jurisdiction. 


3. Candidate must show 
evidence of the call of God upon 
his or her life, and be filled with 
the Spirit. 


4. Candidate must apply in 
writing for appointment to a 
definite field of service. If there 
is a need in that particular field, 
the application will be 
considered. 


FILING THE APPLICATION 


If the Department of Missions 
clears the application for 
processing, the applicant will 
receive an official application. 
These forms must be fully 
Completed by the applicant and 
returned to the National Office 
along with a personal photo, and 
if the applicant is married, a 
photo of the applicant and 
family. 


OTHER REFERENCES 
NEEDED: 


The Department of Missions will 
need to know something of the 
applicant’s character among 
others, therefore questionnaires 
will be sent to the individuals 
selected as_ references. In 
appraising these references, the 
Executive Committee will note 
any special qualifications. The 
record of past ministry, stability 
of character, Christian zeal, 
ability to work. with others and 
ability to take directions from 
others.

President of the Department will 
arrange a meeting for an 
interview with a _ Review 
Committee. This committee will 
make the recommendations to 
the President of the Department 
of Missions for appointment of 
the candidate, with the approval 
of the Board of Missions. 


DEPUTATION AND 
ITINERARY: 


1. Immediately after the 
candidate receives approval from 
the Board of Missions and 
appointment by the President, 
the appointed missionary will 
begin making arrangements for 
his or her deputation ministry. 
(This is when you are given the 
opportunity to present your 
specific missionary burden to 
the people in our churches, with 
the permission of the local 
pastor. The pastors and members 
may in turn pledge monthly 
support toward your ministry 
overseas. 


2. Before starting the church 
itinerary, the missionary and the 
Representative of the overseas 
area to which he or she plans to 
serve will make out a budget for 
the missionary’s term of service. 
This is the amount of money it 
will take for the missionary to 
live while on the field. This 
money is to be deposited to the 
missionary’s account in the 
Department of Missions at least 
three months prior to their 
departure. This may be waived 
by the President. 


SCHOOLING OR FORMAL 
MISSIONARY TRAINING: 


1. After being appointed by the 
Department of Missions to serve 
the Lord and the Church in a 
chosen area, the missionary must 
spend at least six to nine months 
in some formal missionary 
training program, which is 
approved by the Missions Board. 


2. The missionary will be 
required to spend a year in the 
study of the language of the area 
he or she will be ministering in 
before going to the field.
